Applicant traverses the 
requirement for election of species with respect to Species I and Species II, on the 
grounds that Fig. 6 is described as a side view of the mask of the invention, and Fig. 7 is 
described as a vertical view of the mask of the invention. It is respectfully submitted that 
Figs. 6 and 7 are not directed to different embodiments or even different variations of the 
invention. 
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In light of the foregoing, favorable consideration of the application is respectfully 
requested, and an early favorable action on the merits is respectfully solicited.
